OREGON CRIME AND CASUALTY!

Murder and Buicide—Passenger Train
SBaved by Heroic Employes.

PORTLAND, March 27.—Conrad J.
Smith, bookkeeper for Leyy, Splegl &
Co., was shot snd perhaps fatally
wounded about 7:30 Baturday night at
the corner of 8d and Alder streets, by
U, A. Gove, n real estate dealer. Gove
then blew out his own brains,

The men were standing on the cor-
ner Indulging in & heated conversation,
when suddenly Gove drew out a 38
calibre revolver from his pocket and
began firing. When Bmith saw Gove
reach for his weapon, he started to run,
Gove's aim, however was accurate and
he hit Bmith in the back, the ball
lodgiog in the abdomen. After firing
two shots at Bmith, be turned the
weapon to hisown head and fired. He
fell and died in a short time. The
gireet was crowded at the time and the
shooting drew an immense crowd to
the scene. BSmith was taken to the
hospital and Gove's body to the morgue,

The deed was premeditated,as a large
knife was found on the body of the
dead man., He left a stalement aoccus-
ing Bmith of assaulting bis wife sever-
al years ago. Mrs. Gove Is a well-
known teacher in the public schools of
this city axd about ten yearsago she was
elected county school superintendent.
The supreme court held she was not
eligible and her husband wasappolnted
to the position.

The shooting created a profound sen-
sation and was the principal toplo of
conversation on the streets, It wason
the opposite corner where £mil Wet-
ber fell a victim to Bandy Olds’ bullet
four years ago.

There is a mystery surrounding the
trouble between BSmith and Gove.
Many clalm that Gove was insane. In
a small memorandum book which was
found on the body there was a statement
that five years ago Bmith attempled
to outrage Mrs.Gove but falled. Bmith,
who is dapgerously lojured, may re-
cover. He was seen and denied hav-
ing made an assault upon Mm. Gove.

Mrs.Gove waa out of the city and did
not know of the tragedy.

A BAILWAY ACCIDENT,

Baxker Crty, Or,, March 27.—Bat-
urday afternoon the west-bound fast
mail met with an accident three miles
from this city.
